A HEROIC HAND. 

TI1K llo\VU;n ASSOCIATION — HOW- IT OUHI1- 
NATED AMI ITS WOHK. 

The Howard Association, which 
leads the heroic but too often unavail- 
ing tight against yellow fever in the 
South, dates from the terrible epidem 
ie of 1868 in Now Orleans. It is said 
to have originated among the clerks 
of a merchant, in that city, who de- 
voted themselves to the care of the 
sick when fright had so far s. 
the ties of humanity that members of 
me family deserted each other. 
Rich young men soon joined th ■ 
small band of d and adopted 

as the name of ciety t 1 

the celebrated English prison philan- 
thropist. At every appearance of the 
they met it, BS they had 
mutually hound themselves to do. with 
physicians, nurses and medicine 
tablished agencies in all infected places, 
and before the breaking out of the Re- 
bellion became a body strong in mini 
Wers and means. The war impoverish- 
ed the society through its members, and 
then it has been forced to accept 
contributions from without, although it 
was not, obliged io do so before. The 
Memphis Association was organized in 
September, L867, with twenty five mem 
and had under its . D that 

year, two hundred and forty four pa 
iyingin contributions $906, 
56. It afterward seem-ed a charter from 
the Legislature, and began its work 
in the great pestilence of 1878, in the 
month of Sep temb e r, with eight ineni 
hers and one hundred and thirty dol 
Ian in the treasury. A meeting of 
« furnished it with means by 
immediate collections and by call upon 
other cities and States, and it went on 
in its work with a fn 1 treasury. When 
this work became too great for the 
members of ti: v to do, - 

was made upon citizens for more mem- 
bers and was promptly responded to. 
A hospital was established, and nurs- 
es and supplies were furnished to 
;lit thousand persons.

There is briskness in the air, tie 
life in the streets, iind the windows of 
mansions devoted for the last four 
months to brown, linen blinds, or to 
newspapers deftly inserted between 
the plate glass and the shutters, now 
io display bright new panes of 
glass to keep out unwelcome Boreas. 
The slimmer season is dead, and with 
its demise departs all its accompany- 
ing aiHictions and pleasures. Never- 
theless we still manage to enjoy onr 
selves, and the proof of this fact is 
the splendid time we had on the occa- 
sion of our visit to the American Insti- 
tute Fair on Thursday, the 17th inst. 
For several days previona to our 
visit Speculations were rife as to when 
this grand holiday should occur, and 
when, at length, the date was settled 
with sonic f contidence alma- 

nacs were in demand to foretell the 
• f the weather. However I run 
happy to say that a finer morning nev- 
er opened on earth than that which 
ushered in the day. I will not at 
tempt to describe its loveliness, balm 
incss. and freshness; that would be 
impossible. With tiio w outlier in our 
favor, we defied every thing else, and 

so, at half -past eight ia the morning, 

with happy hearts, and beaming eoun 
teiianees, we began onr journey. Leav- 
ing the institution, pupils to the 
number of 350, under the care of our 
teachers, marched through the 
road which passes the institution und, 
after a few minutes' walk, reached the 
Boulevard, down which we marched 
in gallant style and in u few moments 

it up at One Hundred and Twen 
ty fifth street, where the ears were 
waiting. 'The laughing, ohatttng crowd 
ion comfortably seated in the 
eight cars which had been char 
and. amid the Waving of hats and hand 
kerchiefs, they fjot under motion and 
were "otV". Our lid* to the fair was 
void of incident worthy of notice, and 

i' evhileruting <"olo we urrived 
at the f.-iir and were soon passing 
through the doors. As we entered 

st building m which the fair is 
being held, the pupils singled out 
their particular friends and started off 
to view the wonders there collected 
To us the fair SSSBSS >B be much nicer 
than in preceding years. Many now 
inventions an d>le, some of 

which are so striking and inter 
that I will attempt a description of 

which most interested us. How 

IS time, paper, and patience are 
short, I must b I from giving 

an extended account. 

Among the many objects avhich e\ 
rated our admiration and wonder was 
u loom, situated midway in the build 
ing, upon which the "Statue of Liber 
ty," book-marks, silk handkerchiefs, 



etc., were wovon in the presence of 
the visitors. Tho peculiarity of this 
truly wonderful machine is that, after 
having once been set to work, it will 
weave these articles without any watch- 
ing. Formerly, in weaving those 
things, it was necessary to have a sep- 
arate bobbin for every color of silk 
used, and tho bobbins had to bo so ar- 
ranged that each could be moved by 
the foot when its turn came. This 
caused much inconvenience to the 
weaver, and, it being slow work, the 
articles made were consequently very 
costly. Now wc have a sort of pat- 
tern with eyelets for every color of 
thread used in tho weaving of any ar- 
ticle. These threads are fastened to 
bobbins, and, as the turns of the vari- 
ous colors arrive, the bobbin comes up 
and tho silk is woven iu. This is one 
of the most intricate, and most inter 
esting as well as wonderful, inventions 
I have ever set my eyes upon. I re- 
gret my lack of descriptive powers 
wherewith to fully explain the machine 
and its workings. 

Another new invention is the Rosen 
field and Thompson name writer, and 
darning attachment, for sewing ma 
chines. This can bo fastened to al- 
most any machine, and with it you can 
mend almost any article, and so well, 
too, that it requires a close inspection 
to distinguish the plao* mended from 
the article itself. Also with this at- 
tachment we can stitch any name 
firmly in cloth, muslin, cambric, etc . 
and in any way desired. This has an 
advantage over indelible ink, for it is 
not only neater, but the name will not 
fade from frequent washing, as the 
marks of such inks do. 

One of the most lovftly collections 
in the fair, and which noticeably rivet 
ed the attention of the "fair sex, " was 
a basket of delicious fruit, a vaso of 
lovely roses, and a wreath of autumn 
leaves, all made of wax. At a distance 
I mistook them for the nasi <irti,-!, t, 
but a closer inspection convinced me 
that they were only wax. This is only 
another instance of our nation's prog 
ress in fine arts. It requires much 
time and practice to become a skill 
ful wax worker, and when a person ob- 
tains a thorough knowledge) of the 
art he deserves credit. The I 
ware exhibited by Messrs. Heed & Bar- 
ton, of New York city, was also very 
attractive. The articles were mostly 
lined With gold, and SO exquisitely 
finished that it would tax a practiced 
connoisseur to distinguish the solid 
silver articles from the silver -p. 

Of all I saw, the most cunning (1 
admire cunning.) was a doll's parlor, 
furnished with all the modern improve- 
ments. H-re the little ladies and 
.,'cntlcincn were made to represent 
human beings. Sonic were entertain 
ing compivuy, and others reading, 
while a few of the ladies were sewing. 
Two rosy cheeked little Misses were 
attending a pair of twins, who were 
resting in a cradle, and seemed vary 
anxious over their precious charge. 
In short they all behaved themselves 

in mu'li ii mannf tlmt. were thev only 

larger, they might easily have been t;ik 
en for a living family.

At two o'clock wc were called to the 
main hall of the exhibition building, 
and forming in line, we started for the 
Third avenue railroad depot, a block 
above the fair.
